LAST SPIKE DRIVEN IN C.P.R. 
MAIN LINE 46 YEARS AGO 


Novemper 7th was the forty-sixth 
anniversary of the driving of the last 
spike of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. On November 7th, 1885, Can- 
ada’s first great transcontinental rail- 
road was finished, five and a half 
years’ before the time stipulated in 
the company’s charter, The steel 
lines from east and west had met in 
the lonely Eagle Mountain Pass, 350 
miles from Vancouver, and midway 
between today’s stations. of.

But that November day of nearly 
half a century ago meant more to- the 
Canadian people than .just the com 
pletion .of--a railway. The Confeder- 
ation of Canada had become.a living 
reality. The vision of her statesmen 
had majtrialized, in the ‘accomplish- 
ment of a new, world’s highway.‘ And

More 
than 300 miles of railway had been 
blasted through solid rock, the

shore of Lake Superior, the pre- 
cipitous grades of the Kicking 
Horse and Rogers passes, the 


perilous rocky sides of the tortuous 
Fraser river, Fourteen streams 
had been diverted from their 
courses. Innumerable rivers _and 
deep canyons had heen crossed 
with immense trestle and_ steel 
bridgs, come over 1,000 feet in 
length. Giant trees had been up- 
rooted. Mosquiitodnifestedt. swamps, 
muskegs fand barren, alkali plains 
had been traversed, : 
Sir John A, Macdonald, then 
prime minister |of Canada, had lived 
to see the fulfilment of his hope 
expressed in parliament: “I 

some day see thé two oceans united 
by a band of steel.” Before the 
end of the ye-r he was an ocean.

THE PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 
AND THE WHEAT POOL 


(By. Hon. J. E, Brownlee) 

No doubt many of our people, both 
in urban and rural districts, are still 
| very much jnterested in the financial 
outcome of the guarantee given by 
the Provincial Government to the 
banks in-the ‘fall of 1928, to protect 
the advances made by the banks to 
the Wheat Pool organization. As the 
1929 crop has now been. sold it is 
possible to state ‘with: accuracy “the 
extent of the Provincial liability and 


‘{at the same time to indicate the ar- 


rangement that has been: completed 
to take care of this lability. 


To refresh the memory of readers 
it may. (ue ‘advisable first to recall 
briefly the _circumstancesi surround- 
ing ‘the. giving of this guarantee. It 

will be remembered that for several

$1.00: per bushel, with the result that 
the Wheat.

When the -Pools ‘approached the 
banks to“ make their final,’ ‘arrange- 
‘ments to. handle. “the 1929. crop. tha 
price of whéat: was. still very ‘much in 
excess of $1.00 per-.bushel, in fact 
$1.40, per. bushel; and no, one, ‘either 
the banks or the grain world, had 
any fear of.any rapid decline in price. 
As part .of their financial’ arrange- 
ments the Pools had to guarantee to 
maintain a fifteen per cent margin 
over and above the initial payment 
which, in fact, mesnt, that their 
stocks of wheat at the daily closing 
price, together with theix cash re- 
serves, had tlo be fifteen per cent 
above’ the loans from. the ‘panks.
